PLANE‘REACHES AZORES

Washington. —- The United -Statez
naval seaplane NCA, one of the thros
American naval seaplanes which wel
out from Newfoundland in the firs
attempt at & flight scross the At
lantie ocean, arrived mafely at llora,
In the Island of Fayal, Azores group,
after a flight of approximalely 12560
miles from Trepassey, N F.  The
distance was coversd In remarkably
fast time.

The time for the flight was 17 hours
and 18 minutes, and the average speed
was approximately 90 miles an hour.
The performance of the plann was all
the more satisfactory to ofMclaf hire
becatuse of the facl that ahe saffered a
peries of mishaps on her voyape from
Rockaway Beach, L. 1, to Trepasscy
Bay.

The NC1, Licutanant-Commander
Patriek N. L. Bellinger's ablp. was
forced to descond to the surface of the
ocoan just mortheast of Flores lsland,
Azores, aftor becoming lost In the fog.

Rear-Admiral Jackson, aboard the
U. 8 8. Melville at Ponta del Gada,
Arxores, cabled the mnavy department
that the crew of the scaplane NC-1 was
siafe on board the crulser Columbia at
Horta.

After weathering a 80-mila gale and
heavy seas, the missing seaplane NC-,
flagship of the American naval trans
Atlantio flight equadron, entered
Ponta del Gada harbor under her own
power nearly 60 hours from the time
ahie was forced down by fog when al
moat In sight of the Aszores.

ALLIED TROOPS IN SMYRNA

Paris,—Alliod_forces wers lamled at
Bumyrna, according to advices from the
pear east, where military moves are
being made in anticipation of the mak-
ing of peace with Turkey.

The vecupation of Smyrna s prelim-
inary to the establishment of manda-
tories throughout European and Asia.
tic Turkey, virtually terminating the
oxistence of Turkey as an empire. The
sultan of Turkey is expected to estab-
lish & small zone around Brusam, 50
miles southeast of Coostantinople, as
his capital.

The counell of four, It is said, has
agreed that Great Dritain shall be the
mandatory for Mesopotamis and Pa-
Joatine: France for Syria and Cilicla;
Ttaly for Adalin, and the United States
for Armenia. The acceptance by the
American government of the mandate
for Armenia Is being urged by Great
Pritain and France. Any mandate sc-
copted by the United States delegates
will have to ba approved by congress.

Italy has relinquished ber ciaims to
the Dodocanese Islands, off the Asia
Minor coast, In favor of Greece. This
ends one of the most acute controver
gles before the peace confereance.

The peace conference, while waiting
for Germany to decide on her attitude
toward the peace torms, rapidly s
comploting the treaties for Germany's
former ullles and is smoothing out the
difforences betweon the allied and as-
gociated powers.

Mastering English Words
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ANTIQUITY OF PAINTING

Whether paint was invented In &n-
swer to o newd for a preservalive or 1o
meet & desire for beauty s & question
fully an knatty as (he ancient one ahout
the relative time of arrival of the
chicken or the egg. It wan Invented,
though, and It serves both purposes
rqually ; so whether it Is an offspring
of mother pecessity or an adopled son
of beauty remalns forever a disputed
l]&lﬂflﬂll. t

The frst men, cowering under the
fierce and glaring suns of the hiblical
countrien, constructed rude bhois of
wood to shelter them. ‘The perishable
nature of (hese structures eaused mpld
decay, and it Is probuble that the oc-
cupants, seeking some artiticinl means
of preservation, hit upon the plgments
of the earth in thelr search. It is par-
hups natural to suppose that It wus
the instinet of preservation that led
men to the search, although the glories
of 1the sunsets and the beautles of the
rulnbow may have created a desire to
imitate those wobders In thelr own
dwellings.

The earllest record of the applica-
tlon of a preservative to a wooden
structure dates from the ark, which
was, according to the Bible, “pitched
withip and without.” The plich was &
triumph of preservation whatever It
Incked as n thing of beauty.

Decoration applied to bulldings first
comes to light with ancient Babylon,
whose walls were covered with repre-
sentations of hunting scenes and of
combat. These were done In red and
the method followed was to paint the
scene on the bricks at the time of
manufacture, assuring permanence by
baking. Strictly speaking, this was
not painting =0 much as It was (he
ecarllest manifestation of our own fa-
milinr kalsomining.

The first Hebrew to mention paint-
ing s Moses, In the thirty-third chap-
ter of the book of Numbers lie In-
structs the Israelites, “When ye have
passed over the Jordan Into the land
of Canaan. then shall ye drive out all
the inhabitants of the land from bhe
fore you and destroy all thelr pic
turea. . . "

At later periods the Jews adopted
many customs of the peoples who sue-
cessively obtnined power over them
and In the apocryphal book of the
Maccabees |s found this allusion to
the art of decorating, “For us the mas-
ter bullder of a new house must care
for the whole bullding, but he that
undertaketh to set It out and paint It,
must seek out things for the adorning
thereol.”

Althongh Homer gives credit to a
Greek for the discovery of paint, the
aHusions to 1t In the books of Moses,
the puinted mummy cases of the Egyp-
tinns and the decorated walls of Baby-
loh and Thebes fix Its origin &t a
period Jong antecedent to the Grecian
ern. The walls of Thebes were paint-
ed 1000 years before the coming of
Christ and 908 years before “‘Omer
sgmote his bloomin' Iyre.”

The Grecks recognized the value af
paint as a preservative and made use
of something akin to It on thelr ships
Pliny writes of the mode of boilling
wax und painting ships with It, after
which, he continues, “neither the sea,
nor the wind, nor the sun cin destroy
the wood thus protected.”

The Romans, being essentlally a
warllke people, never brought the dee
pration of bulldings to the high plane
it had reached with the Greeks, For
all that the rulns of Pompell show
many structures whose mural decors
tions are in falr shape today. The
colors unsed were glaring. A biack
background was the usunl one and the
combinations worked thereon red, yel-
low nnd blue,

in the early Christian era the use of
mosalce for churches somewhat sup-
planted mural painting. Still, during
the relgn of Justinlan the Church of
Salnt Sophia was built at Conatentine-
ple and ita walls were adorned whh
paintings.

In modern times the uses of paint
have come to he as numerous as lis
myrind shades and tints.  Paint ls
unique in that {18 NAme JRE N0 syne-
nym nud for It there fs no sdhstitute
material. Bread Is the staff of life, but
paint ia the Jife of the stuff,

No ane thinks of the sxterlor of a
wooden bullding now except In terms
of paint comted. Interlors, too, from
painted walls and stained furniture
dewn to the lowliest Kitchen atensil,
all recelve thelr protective covering
Steal, 5o often associated with cement
re-enforcing, 1= minted bdefore It goes
to give solldity to the manufiuctured
gtone. The huge girders of the sky-
scrapers are duobed an ugly but ell
clent rod undernenth the sarfece cont
of black. DPerhaps the Sest example
of the yalue of paint on steel 1= found
in the venermble Brooklyn brilge, on
which a gnng of pailnters Ix ke go-
tng continunily, It is soarce possihie
to think of & stngle manufuctured ar
ticle which does hot meet pulnt some
where In the course of lis construr-
tlon. 86 has palnt grown luto the
very marrow af onr lives,
